Tho works of the Quebec worsted

They 
had been closed down for two weeks 
while the boilers and machinery were 
being overhauled and refitted. Opera- 
tions were to have been resumed this 
morning and about SCO of the opera- 
tives were on hand, but owing to some 
cause the machinery was not started and 
they were diemissed, Most of them 
went back to their homes, but many re- 
mained about the building, a number 
keeping in the vicinity of the engine 
room for the sake of warmth. About 
9:45 o'clock there was a sudden explo- 
sion, which completely wrecked the en- 
gine and dye houses and demolished a 
large part of tho main building. The 
noise of the explosion was heard all 
over the city nnd soon a great crowd 
gathered about the soene. The work of 
rescuing those buried in the ruins and 
recovering the bodies of dead was at 
once commenced. 
The flro brigade 


was summoned, but fortunately the 
horrors of fire were not added to the ca- 
lamity. The excitement was so great 
and the crowd GO enormous that bat- 
tery B was ordered out to assist the po- 
lice in maintaining order. In the great 
confusion which prevailed it was im- 
possible to get a reliable list of killed 
and injured, and this may not be ob- 
tained until the ruins are thoroughly 
examined. Several persons who were 
supposed to be in the ruins have turned 
up, having left the mill before the ex- 
plosion. About twenty dead have al- 
ready been taken out, besides SB many 
badly injured.

State Hoard of Charities, with tbe super- 
intendent of the institutions for the deaf 
and dumb, the blind, and the school for 
feeble-minded youth, have drawn up n 
bill to do away wiih the contract-labor 
system in vogue now. It is held by the 
movers of this matter that it is against 
good public policy that the labor of the 
inmates of the benevolent institutions 
should be made a matter of private gain, 
and as tbe usual maintenance fands of 
the institutions under existing laws are 
not sufficient to enable the trustees to 
carry on the industrial education in a 
proper manner, this bill expressly for- 
bids the hiring out o! the labor of the 
pupils of the benevolent institutions 
under any form of contract. 


Ax important feature of the program 


for tho future treatment of the Indian 
question is the scheme now being pre- 
pared by the war department for the 
enlistment of a number of young bucks 
for service in tho ranks of the army. It 
is proposed to enlist about two thou- 
sand, including six or seven hundred 
scouts. A separate regiment, composed 
entirely of Indians, will riot be organ- 
ized, as at first proposed by some of the 
army officers, for the reason that it is 
not regarded as perfectly safe to bring 
such a large body of uncivilized and 
treacherous people together. Separate 
companies, however, will ba organized 
and attached to eaoh of the infantry and 
cavalry regiments serving in the west 
The plan is strongly recommended by 
General Miles, who believes that future 
peace among the Indians can best lie 
secured by this method of employing 
the young bucks, who would otherwise 
make it incumbent on tho army to ex- 
ercise the keenest vigilance to keep 
them out of mischief.

The lull met with much opposition and 
Ci>y not pass. 
Judge Heuoh has introduced a bill 


that actuaries of mutual fire in&urBiico 
compausis or afsoeiatione, orgunmd by 
viruie of the laws of this fctate, f ,-r the 
puipiso cf anilu.il insurance of the 
propi r!y of its members aguinst loss by 
lire or damage by lightning, which 
property to bo insured thr.ll embrace 
dwelling houses, br.rus, acojmpanyiug 
out-buildiugs and thtir contents, farm 
implements-, hay, grain, wool and other 
farm products, live stock, wngocp, car- 
riages, harness, household goods, wear- 
ing upparel, provisions, musical iubtru 
mants and libraries, such property being 
upon farms as firm property, bhall have 
the authority to administer oaths to the 
insured, and all persons necetsiry to be 
examined as> witnesses in theedjustmeut 
of losses to the property of parsons in- 
sured in said companies or associations, 
where fcuch loss was caused by fire or 
lightning. The 
committee reported 


favorably on the bill. 


The senate jtsterdsy took up the bill 


to establish an i ppallate court. The 
bill provides that this court shall con- 
ii&t of five membeis to be appointed at 
first by the governor. Not more than 
three shall behng to the same political 
party. The court shall have final juris- 
diction in certain classes of cases of 
minor importance, and in this way the 
Supremo court will be given the relief 
which it needs. The senate regarded 
:his as the mobt important bill which it 
iias yet considered, and a motion to go 
into a committee of the whole to o-n- 
sider it was carried. 


The house will probably spend the 


rest of the week on the fee and salary 
bill. As there are seventy-five sections 
in it, and oic'u member is allowed to 
speak onco on every section. 


In the senate a bill was inhoduced to 


regulate the practice of pharmacy by 
requiring a pharmacist to have two 
years' experience and give to the connty 
clerk satisfactory evidence of his com- 
petence, whereupon he shall be regis- 
tered and allowed to engage in his pro- 
fession. 


Mr. McUugh came next with a bill to 


authorize the formation of corporations 
for the purpose of laying pipe lines and 
transporting pstroleum, and giving 
such corporations the right to appropri- 
ate and condem rights of way or pipe 
lines. It is understood this bill was 
prepared and introduced at the instance 
of United States Senator and Capitalist 
Calvin Brice. 


The next bill introduced was by Mr. 


Kennedy. 
It provides for the creation 


of a board of claims in eaoh township, 
whioh shall pass 
upon all claims 


against the township before they may 
be paid. The boards ore to appointed 
by the county commissioners, and each 
board is to consist of three members, 
not more than two to belong to the some 
political party. 


The metropolitan police bill being 


under consideration, objections were 
made to the bill because of the pscnliar 
classification by whioh it was made to 
apply to Terre Haute and leave Fort 
Wayne, with a larger population, out. 
Such legielation was declare 1 to be 
vicious. Mr. Howard wanted tbe bill to 
apply to all cities of 20,000 population 
or over in order that South Bend might 
jave the law, but his re rjaest was denied, 
The bill finally passed, with 14 votes 
against it.

K-mmHtvnccs u. tlu-ir 
famous i-ou-in, Chariot Farrar Bro\\iH-, 
better known to tho work! as Arteinus 
Ward. 


"We were married in 1SG1," re-narked 


Mr. Converse, "and left America on 
what may be called an unlimited wed- 
ling journey. \Ve waudered through 
Euro]* and the Orient for five years, 
ind didn't turn our faces home\\ ard un- 
til the early fall of 1800. Then, while 
stonpins at the Langham, in Li ndon, 1 
learned that Artemus was in t->wn. 1 
hunted him up, and he retunud with 
ine to the hotel. His face was thin, his 
eyes abnormally bright and hi* spirits 
somewhat depressed. 
He had just con- 


tributed his first article to Punch. It 
liiln't suit him 
In fact lie regarded it 


with scon: and referred to it as 'infernal 
gibberish.' Thus weighted down with 
the blues, ho greeted ilr3. Converse, and 
ifter 
formal welcome had b'-en ex- 


changed, exploded: 'Harriet, how nice 
your hair looks! 1 never cun'git mine 
to suit 
Indeed nothing about me curls 


except this blamed big nose of mine. 
All the re.-t is angles.'" 


Then he went on to unburden his soul 


of \arious grievances. The chief ot these 
was his inability to secure a .-uitablo 
hall in which to deliver his Kctures. 
Finally he brightened up in tli-- quaint 
and lovable fashion that so endeared him 
to his friends, and suggested a visit to 
the the.itre. 


'We'll get you a nice seat, Harriet!" 


ho urged, "and then 1 want Frank to 
loaf around among the gods with rue. 
Perhaps 1 can pick up a few idea-!" 


Here is Mra Converse's ter-ion of 


what followed: "Tho boys saw MO com- 
fortably placed in one of the st.ills and 
then K ft 
I grew interested as fio play 


progressed and had forgotten th'-iu for a 
moment, when all at once the hou-e was 
filled with a sharp, penetrating, uproar- 
ious laugh. 
It came from the top gal- 


lery, and looking up I saw Artemua and 
my husband surrounded by an amused 
and .-ympathetic croud of people whose 
ittention had been distracted from the 
stage by the 'funny H'American's' sto- 
ries. Quiet succeeded, but when the 
curtain \\ cut down no one appeared to 
sscort me home. I went to the front of 
the theatre and there found Frank try- 
ing to reason with his cousin. Arti-mus 
was in one of the wildest of his pr.ink- 
ish humors, and was engage 1 in dissem- 
inating information to a cabman on the 
results of the civil war and the outlook 
for reconstruction in the southern states. 
It seems that tho boys had left the gal- 
lery and were coming in from the street 
to take charge of me when they were 
jreeted with the query: 


' "Keb. gents?' 
"Artemus stopped 
and remarked, 


'Frank, here's a chance to do missionary 
work.' Then turning to the driver he 
:ontinued: 'No, sir; I don't wish a keb, 
but 1 desire a kebman. What is your 
;harge per hour?' 


" 'Two and six anywhere in the citv, 


sir.'" 'Here's your two and sis and a shil- 
ling extra for a tip. 
Now, I want you to 


stand there, look me in the eye and re- 
ceive instruction regarding the perilous 
state of affairs now prevalent in the 
great republic over which waves tho 
Stars and Stripes.' 


"Frank anl I went home while ho 


was still talking. 
He called next day 


and remarked gleefully. 'I poured red 
bot facts into that Britisher and tho as- 
sembled multitude for twenty minute 
Then cabby offered me the money back 
to let him off, and I let.'" 


Tho only place Browne thought suit- 


able for tho delivery of his lectures was 
Egyptian hall, and that chanced to bo 
leased for tho season to an English hu- 
morist named George Rose. Rose, over 
tho nom do plume of Arthur Sketchly, 
had written a lot of articles on 1-Tho 
Experiences of Mrs. Brown." These ho 
bad utilized with somo success as ma- 
terial for a course of lectures. 


"Ono day," faid Mr. Converse, "I 


heard Arlemus coming along tho corri- 
dor to our apartments laughing uproar- 
iously. Ho burst through the door and 
tried, 'Frank, if you'll help mo I think I 
ran get Egyptian hall within tho week.' 
•All right,' Iieplied, 'command my serv- 
ices.' lie then outlined hii ^chf-nie. That 
evening we dined with home friends, and 
one of ti:e guests to whom I was intro- 
duced was Mr. George Ros^. 'What,' 1 
exclaimed, 'is this tho famou-, Arthur 
Sketchly whoso works are to popular in 
the United States?' He a—"nti'd as to 
the name, but was surprised to learn of 
his foreign fame. I told him of tho 
great fuiure his books had mated. In- 
deed, I talked v, ith him all evening. 1 
had eyes and ears fur no ono else. 1 
wor.-hipc-d at tho hhrinc of his genius, 
and finally I remarked: 'What a splen- 
did thmy it would be, Mr. Rose, now

ARTEMUS WARD'S MATERIALS. 


Ho Found ;IM Uncorked Mttio and Used 


It I.iko ;i True Genius. 


The following letter of Artemus Ward, 


recently brought to light, shows the 
source.i of his characters, especially tho 
reference to his ''two years of peripatetic 
life" in the west: 


WATIIRKORD, Me., June 3, 1SG4. 


-MY Dr.AU SIP.—There is really noth- 


ing very remarkable in my history. 1 
was born in this quiet little town about 
twenty-eight years ac;o 
My father died 


when 1 was 12 years old, and at the age of 
KJ I entered a printing office at Lancas- 
ter, N. H. My father was a magistrate 
and a lumber merchant—a clear headed 
and thoroughly honest man, so compe- 
tent in his business as to be consulted on 
all kind's of law questions, and so honest 
that he invariably had his hands full of 
bu-ine-.s invoh ing lanje sums of money. 
I fear he was a little too honest, for he 
died poor after all. 


I ran away from the office at Lancas- 


ter and entered a similar establishment 
at Xonvay, this state. This establish- 
ment failed, ami I roamed through the 
state, betting type a short time in ono 
place a'ld quietly running away at an- 
other. Running away appears to have 
been my chief weakness at that time. 1 
finally landed in Boston, and worked at 
my trade until I was declared a tolerably 
good printer. 
I then went west and 


fcouth. and for two years led a peripatetic 
kind of life. 1 commenced writing1 for 
a paper in Toledo, 0., about ten years 
ago. I succeeded as a paragraphist well 
enough to achieve a very good local rep- 
utation, and moved to Cleveland and 
took charge of The Plain Dealer news- 
paper. 


I here commenced 
tho 
Artemus 


Ward papers. 
The selection of that 


nom do plume was purely accidental. I 
wrote the first Ward sketch on a purely 
local subject, not supposing I should 
ever write another. Somehow the name 
Ward entered my head and 1 used it. 
Five years ago I moved to Xew York 
and assumed the editorial conduct of 
Vanity Fair, succeeding Charles G. Le- 
land. For the past four years 1 have 
lectured almost constantly, and with a 
succf.ss that is perhaps unequaled. con- 
sidering what a startling innovation I 
have made on a long established institu- 
tion. My writings and lecturing have 
given me a competency. I have a liberal 
offer to go to England this fall on a lect- 
uring tour, and I may accept. 
I am 


writing now a book of travels, giving 
my experience among the Mormons. I 
live in New York city, although I spend 
a portion of my summers here with my 
mother. That is about all. 


I have only drifted with the current, 


which has carried me gayly on of its own 
accord. As 1 am frank enough to say 
this, I hope I have a right to say that 1 
have always meant the creatures of my 
burlesques should stab Error and give 
Right a friendly push. You are at liber- 
ty to use these facts, although my letter 
is necessarily written in a great hurry, 
for I am very busy. I am popularly 
supposed to be "rusticating" here, but it 
is a ghastly mockery. I am working 
very hard.

against him theie and still less in Amer- 
ica.

lieved himself rich. It had somehow

I>emandg for Kevenne Tax on 


Beer Sola In Excess Barrels. 


Three prominent visitors in the oily 


to-day are Col. Robert Wilson, Edward 
Qoble 
and 8. W. Hayes, superior 


officers in the United States revenue de- 
partment. They, with Ksvenue Col- 
lector W. 0. Butler, of this dtatriot, are 
in conference -with Henry C. Berghoff, 
of the Berghoff brewing company, on 
a 
matter of great importance to 


the stockholders of that industry. It is 
an effort to effect a settlement between 
the government and the brewery for a 
deficit of revenue on beer eold out of 
this establishment. The facts of the 
case are that the brewery for two years 
or more has been turning out betr in 
barrels, with a capacity of thirty-two 
and one-half gallons, whioh is one and 
one-half gallons in excess of what the 
law permits. The out-put K>r two years 
has been enormous and upon all exoees 
of beer sold in barrels during that 
time the government 
must neces- 


sarily assees the tax, which would 
amount to fourteen per coat of the 
amount of revenue paid. It is esti- 
mated that the shortage will aggregate 
a total of 825,000. The revenue officers 
are here not to prosecute the brewery 
people, but to try and adjust the mat- 
ter 
ed 
tax 


amicably,

on beer is one dollar per barrel. 


It must be eaid of the Berghofls that of 
the excess capacity of the barrels they 
were in total ignorance, their first inti- 
mation of it being when the government 
officials informed them of the fact.

About one year ago Mr. Williams 


made the munificent gift of 810,000 to 
the board of directors of the City hos- 
pital, the condiiions of the donation 
teing that the money was to bo spent in 
the construction of a much needed ad- 
dition to the Oity hospital. The money 
was put out upon iutorest and in the 
meantime the project was steadily car- 
ried forward. Mr. Williams personally 
placed the mitter of drawing plans 
for the icfititntion in the hands of east- 
ern archil sots, 
John Hopkins 


who des:gned the famed 
hospital in Baltimore, 


The building will adjoin the present 
structure to form a £»nth wing, the di- 
mensions being 86x80. 


None but the best material will enter 


into the construction. There will be 
heavy brick walls, a slate roof and other 
things to correspond with a building 
put up under approved plans. The first 
floor will be one large ward, while eight 
wards will be situated on the second 
floor, besides the nurses' and tea rooms.

Wayne, with a larger population, out. 
Such legielation was declarei to be 
vicious, Mr. Howard wanted the bill to 
apply to all cities of 20,000 population 
or over in order that South Bend might 
have the law, bat his request was denied. 
The bill finally passed, with 14 votes 
against it.

FAMOUS HUMORIST.

One evening not long ago I sat in (ho

rerso's cozy New York home and listened 
lor :m hour while my host and his jcif f c?d 
(rife, Harriet Maxwell Converse, ontor- 
(aiuL'd mo \vith reminiscences uf tlicir 
Fnaions cousin, Charles Farrar Browiiw, 
better known to tho world as Artemns 
WanL 


'We wcro luarried in 1861." remarked 


Mr. Converse, "and left America on 
what may be called an unlimited wcd- 
liug journey. We wandered through 
Europe and the Orient for five years, 


id didn't turn our faces homeward un- 


til tho early fall of 18G6. Then, while 
stopping at tho Langhaui, in London, I 
'earned that Artctnus was iu town. I 
iiunted him up, and ho returned with 
mo to the hotel. His face was thin, his 
eyes abnormally bright and his spirits 
somewhat depressed. Do had just con- 
tributed Uia first article to Punch. It 
didn't snit him. In fact ho regarded it 
with scorn and referred to it as 'infernal 
jibberish.' Thus weighted down with 
;ho blues, ho greeted Mrs. Converse, and 
after formal welcome had been ex- 
changed, exploded: 'Harriet, how nice 
four hair looks! I never can*gtt mine 
:o suit. Indeed nothing about mo curls 
except this blamed big nose of mine.

'All right,' I replied, 'command my serv- 
ices.' Ho then outlined his scheme. That 
evening we dined with somo friends, and 
one of the guests to whom I was intro- 
duced was Mr. George Rose. 'What,' I 


[claimed, 'is this tho famous Arthur 


Skotchly whoso works arc so popular in 
tho United States?' Ho assented as to 
the name, but was surprised to learn of 
his foreign fame. 1 told him of tho 
great furore his books had created. In- 
deed, I talked with him all evening. I 
had eyes nnil ears for no one elae. 1 
worshiped at tho shrine of his genius, 
and finally I remarked: 'What a splen- 
did ibintr it would be, Mr. Hose, now 


I tbat America's most famous humorist la 


I in this country, for you, tho foremost 


English laugh provoker, to go to tho 
[Utes on a lecturing tour! Every ono 
there is fascinated with your writings, 
and you would be snro of a glorious re- 
ception. 


"He jumped at tho bait Hko a hungry 


firth. In three days Arletiius had tho 
hall and Mr. Itoso was en routo for New 
York. Hu didn't do very well, I uuder- 
ttand; and on going homo wrote a viru- 
lent and abusivo book entitled 'Impres- 
sions of America.'" 


"Wo witnessed oar cousin's subse- 


quent triumphs," remarked Mrs. Con- 
verse, "and sorrowed over his physical 
breakdown. Wo wero with uiiu a great 
deal during his illness, and would have 
remained to the last had not an impera- 
tive summons recalled ns to the United 
Stoics. We parted just before ho wont 
to the isle of Jersey. Ho was hopeful 
with that vain hopo that always inspires 
tho consumptive, and promised to join 
us in New York tho next summer.

A lady iu tho party 
greatly admired a hngo, old fashioned 
hall clock that hadn't ticked a tick for 
years. She also loved Mrs. Browne's 
jellies. After hnr return to Boston one- 
autumn sho received by express n long, 
strongly built, queerly shaped bos of 
oak.
